In. view of the increasing. population of the 
Colony and the ‘Hinterland, the Directors of 
the Tung Wah Hospital, with the approval of 
it members,.have decided to erect a new, build- 
‘ing‘as an extension, on a git opposite the 
present hospital and situated ithe Taipingshan
